The  16th 
century  code 
of  Jewish  Law, 

The  Shulhan 

Arukh,  states  that  Matzah  can  be  made  out  of 
five  and  only  five  different  products:  wheat, 
barley,  spelt,  oats  and  rye.  According  to  a  much 
earlier  code  of  Jewish  law,  the  Mishnah,  it  is 
exactly  these  same  products  that  can  be  the  essential  ingredients 
of  Hametz.  It  is  a  curiosity  worth  noting  that  the  only  thing  that 
distinguishes  one  from  the  other  is  not  any  ingredient.  The  sub¬ 
stance  is  the  same,  and  yet  there  is  a  world  of  difference  between 
the  two. 

What  about  the  meaning  behind  the  Matzah?  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Seder  we  hold  it  up  and  say:  “This  is  the  bread  of 
affliction” — the  ultimate  symbol  of  our  servitude.  But  at  the  end 
of  the  Seder  it  becomes  the  afikoman,  our  dessert,  the  very  sym¬ 
bol  of  our  joy  and  freedom.  Again,  the  substance  is  the  same  but 
the  meaning  has  transformed. 

In  fact,  nearly  every  symbol  of  the  Passover  Seder  has  two 
meanings.  The  salt  water,  for  instance,  both  reminds  us  of  the 
tears  of  our  slavery,  and  also  signals  our  ability  to  dip  our  food 
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leisurely  as  free  men  and  women.  The  haro- 
set  symbolizes  the  mortar  with  which  we  built 
Pharaoh's  pyramids,  but  is  also  a  sign  of  joy — to 
sweeten  the  bitterness  of  the  maror. 

The  lesson  of  the  dual  meanings  of  the 
Passover  Seder  is  a  subtle  but  very  important 
one.  Unlike  other  faith  traditions,  we  Jews  do 
not  believe  that  our  symbols  actually  change 
substance  during  a  ritual.  Our  symbols  always 
remain  just  symbols,  but  our  approach  to  them 
is  transformed.  Every  substance,  and  for  that 
matter  every  person,  has  the  potential  to  make  a 
radical  transformation  in  outlook  and  attitude.  Indeed,  the  very 
point  of  the  Passover  Seder  is  that  over  the  course  of  the  evening 
the  participants  themselves  are  transformed  from  slaves  to  free 
men  and  women. 

This  is  what  I  believe  to  be  the  true  message  of  Passover  and 
a  powerful  lesson  throughout  the  year.  Real  transformations 
and  transitions  are  always  signaled  by  changes  in  attitude  and 
approach.  In  our  own  lives,  when  communities  or  individuals  un¬ 
dergo  change,  we  remain  the  same  people  and  yet  can  be  renewed 
by  how  we  see  ourselves  and  the  world  around  us.  May  this  year 
be  a  year  in  which  we  have  the  courage  to  understand  that  change 
involves  remaining  true  to  the  substance  of  who  we  are  while 
recognizing  the  potential  of  every  moment  to  bear  the  promise  of 
a  renewed  attitude,  approach  and  vision.

The  Search  For  A  New  Cantor 


Our  search  for  a  new 

cantor  is  proceeding 
as  scheduled.  We 
have  made  this  a 
two-year  process  in 
order  to  provide  our 
entire  community  the 
opportunity  to  educate 

ourselves  about  the  many  roles  that  our  cantors 
play  in  our  lives  and  how  best  to  meet  our  needs, 
as  well  as  to  assure  that  the  search  is  conducted 
in  the  most  organized  and  thoughtful  manner  possible.  We  intend 
to  obtain  maximum  input  from  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
community  at  large,  and  also  make  sure  that  we  cast  the  widest 
net  to  reach  all  possible  candidates.  In  order  to  provide  that  two 
year  window,  we  will  be  hiring  an  interim  cantor  to  serve  from 
July  2009  through  June  2010  (much  as  Rabbi  Graetz,  our  interim 
rabbi,  is  serving  for  the  year  from  July  2008  through  June  2009), 
to  be  followed  by  the  permanent  cantor,  who  is  to  start  in  July 
2010.  Our  path  will  therefore  involve  two  searches — the  first  for 
the  interim  cantor  and  the  second  for  the  permanent  cantor. 

The  Duties  of  the  Cantors 

To  understand  the  type  of  cantor  we  will  need,  we  must  first 
understand  the  duties  of  our  cantors.  A  key  role-  but  hardly  the 
only  one — is  to  lead  our  community  in  prayers  during  Shab- 
bat  and  holiday  services.  For  those  services,  our  cantors  must 
be  thoroughly  grounded  in  the  holiday  musical  tradition  as  well 
as  what  we  have  developed  at  P.A.S.,  and  also  be  able  to  work 
closely  with  our  organist  and  choir.  In  addition,  they  must  lead 
many  other  services,  including  daily  minyanim,  morning  and 
evening,  and  they  must  be  able  to  read  Torah  and  Haftarah  as 
necessary.  There  is  an  important  educational  component  as  well. 


because  the  cantors  teach  the  B’nei  Mitzvah 
students,  lead  Tot  Shabbat  and  youth  congrega¬ 
tion  services,  and  also  teach  various  programs 
for  different  constituencies  of  our  community. 
Finally,  our  cantors  are  expected  to  participate  in 
pastoral  duties  such  as  officiating  at  funerals  and 
leading  shiva  minyanim. 

The  Interim  Cantor  Search 
In  commencing  our  first  search,  for  an  in¬ 
terim  cantor,  we  prepared  a  questionnaire  for  the 
Cantors  Assembly  formally  requesting  applica¬ 
tions,  and  in  response  have  received  over  a  dozen  applicants  so 
far.  We  have  also  met  with  Henry  Rosenblum,  the  dean  of  the  H. 
L.  Miller  Cantorial  School  at  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary, 
and  Robert  Scherr,  the  head  of  placement  for  the  Cantors  Assem¬ 
bly.  We  are  vetting  applications  and  conducting  interviews,  and 
hope  to  bring  the  lead  applicant(s)  to  meet  the  community. 

The  Permanent  Cantor  Search 

Community-wide  town  hall  meetings  for  the  permanent  can¬ 
tor  position  have  begun,  but  don’t  worry  if  you  missed  the  two 
held  in  March  because  four  more  are  scheduled — (see  below). 
After  analyzing  and  compiling  the  input  we  receive  both  at  these 
meetings  and  in  whatever  correspondence  you  send  us,  we  will 
prepare  a  new  questionnaire  to  submit  to  the  Cantors  Assembly  in 
the  fall.  Thereafter,  we  will  follow  the  same  process  as  occurred 
for  the  interim  cantor — we  will  obtain  applications,  vet  them  and 
interview  the  most  promising  candidates,  after  which  we  will 
bring  finalists  to  meet  the  community  at  large.

"Tikkun"  Exhibition  opening  April  1 

A  new  exhibition  of  conceptual  photographs  and  constructions  by  Aliza  Olmert, 
entitled  "  Tikkun,"  will  open  April  1  and  extend  to  July  15  of  this  year. 

"Art  suggests  options  for  a  renewed  ordering  of  realities,"  says  Aliza 
Olmert.  She  confronts  the  reconstruction  of  fragments  and  shards  -  fastening, 
gluing,  splicing  together  -  attempting  to  develop  a  system  of  defenses  against 
further  breakage. 

Olmert' s  conceptual  art  offers  'impossible'  constructions  that  convey  the 
fragility  of  existence,  the  obstacles  to  survival,  and  the  imperative  to  sustain 
life.  Tikkun,  the  Jewish  charge  to  heal  and  restore  balance  in  the  world,  is 
expressed  through  the  mending  of  the  shattered  fragments  in  her  haunting 
works.  Olmert  aims  at  existential  content  that  expresses  the  essence  of  the  hu¬ 
man  condition  and  transmits  universal  aspirations,  transcending  the  specific¬ 
ity  of  culture,  heritage,  and  history.  Her  valiant  efforts  to  repair  damage,  to 
regain  the  whole,  by  piercing,  pinning,  and  wiring  disintegrating  fragments 
offers  deep  symbolic  meaning  fraught  with  poignancy  and  vulnerability. 

"As  a  daughter  of  survivors  of  the  Holocaust  and  as  an  artist  whose  life 
has  been  shaped  by  Israel's  struggle  for  security,  Olmert  alludes  in  her  work 
to  the  emotional  toll  of  successive  wars  and  ongoing  terror,"  notes  Jean  Bloch 
Rosensaft,  Chair  of  the  RA.S.  Gallery  Committee.  "Olmert's  art  manifests  the 
ineffable  strengths  that  have  ensured  survival.  This  exhibition  represents  our 
synagogue's  commitment  to  Israeli-North  American  cultural  exchange  and 
our  mission  of  affirming  the  vitality  and  creativity  of  the  universal  human 
spirit." 

Aliza  Olmert  was  bom  in  the  displaced  persons  camp  of  Eschwege,  Ger¬ 
many  in  1946  and  emigrated  to  Israel  in  1949.  She  served  in  the  Israeli  Army 
as  a  topography  instructor,  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Social  Work  de¬ 
gree  from  The  Hebrew  University  of  Jerusalem  (1970),  and  studied  landscape 
architecture  at  the  Bezalel  Academy  of  Arts  in  Jerusalem  ( 1 985- 1 988). 

Olmert's  sculpture,  painting,  installation,  and  photography  have  been 
widely  exhibited  in  Israel,  the  United  States,  and  internationally.  She  is  also  a 
writer  for  theater,  film  and  television.

Modeh  ani  lefanekha  melekh  chai  v  'kayam  shehechezarta  hi 
nishmati  behemlah,  rabah  emunatekha.  The  classic 
translation  of  these  words  is:“  I  offer  thanks  to  You, 

O  living  and  everlasting  King,  for  having  restored  my 
soul  within  me;  great  is  Your  faithfulness.” 

1  realized  how  much  truth  there  is  in  this  prayer. 

On  Friday  I  was  very  shaken  up  and  didn’t  know  if 
I  could  come  and  conduct  Junior  Congregation  on 
Shabbat.  I  don’t  think  I  have  ever  missed  a  Junior 
Congregation  service,  but  I  called  one  of  the  teach¬ 
ers  and  appointed  her  to  run  it  in  case  I  didn’t  come.

Birkat  HaGomel  is  a  blessing  that  four  categories  of  people 
recite  to  thank  God  for  the  kindness  God  has  done  for  them: 

One  who  has  crossed  the  ocean  (an  overseas  flight,  travel,  etc.) 

One  who  has  crossed  the  desert 

One  who  has  recovered  from  a  very  serious  illness 

One  who  has  been  released  from  prison 


Included  in  the  “desert”  category  are  all  other  life-threatening 
situations  from  which  a  person  is  saved,  including  car  accidents. 

Birkat  HaGomel  consists  of  the  following  blessing:  Barukh 
atah  Adonai  eloheinu  melekh  ha-olam,  hagomel  Vhayavim  tovot 
she-g  ’malani  kol  tov.  Translation:  Blessed  are  You,  Lord  our 

God,  King  of  the  universe.  Who  bestows  kindness 
upon  the  culpable,  for  He  has  bestowed  goodness  to 
me.  Those  who  hear  the  blessing  answer  “Amen” 
and  then  say:  Mi  she-g ’malakha  tov,  hu  yig’malkha 
kol  tov  selah,  translated  as:  May  He  who  has  be¬ 
stowed  beneficence  upon  you  always  bestow  every 
beneficence  upon  you. 

Why  come  to  Junior  Congregation  for  Birkat 
HaGomell  As  I  explained  to  my  wife  Miriam,  I 
needed  to  be  with  my  community  for  this  blessing. 
My  community  is  the  bright-eyed,  enthusiastic  children  of  P.A.S. 
When  I  arrived  on  Shabbat  morning,  everyone  was  so  happy.  I 
had  an  aliyah  to  the  Torah  and  after  that  I  said  Birkat  HaGomel.  1 
felt  safe  in  my  home  with  the  kids  in  Junior  Congregation,  as  well 
as  grateful.

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Up  for  the  Count

As  a  librarian.  I’m  all  in  favor  of 
re-reading  great  books,  but  reading  the 
same  book  twice  in  two  days  is  not  the 
timing  I  usually  recommend.  Yet  that 
is  what  we  all  do  on  Pesah — read  the 
Haggadah  on  the  first  night  and  read 
it  again  on  the  second.  It’s  a  challenge 
to  make  the  second  Passover  seder  as 
exciting  as  the  first.  As  Rabbi  Ben  Zion  Gold,  rabbi  emeritus  of 
the  Conservative  community  at  Harvard  Hillel,  says,  “One  night 
a  year  I  can  feel  as  if  I  myself  left  Egypt;  one  night  a  year  1  can 
believe  that  Eliyahu  ha-Navi  has  visited  my  home.  But  to  make 
that  magic  happen  two  nights  in  a  row...?” 

Fortunately,  there  is  one  ritual  that  we  do  at  the  second  seder 
that  is  not  part  of  the  proceedings  at  the  first.  On  the  second  night 
of  Pesah  we  begin  to  count  the  outer,  the  day-by-day  marking  of 
the  progression  from  the  redemption  of  Passover  to  the  receiving 
of  the  Torah  at  Shavuot. 

Originally,  the  weeks  following  Pesah  had  agricultural 
significance,  but  no  association  with  preparing  for  revelation. 

An  offering  of  the  first  of  the  new  grain  harvest  -  an  omer  -  was 
brought  to  the  temple  on  the  16th  of  Nisan,  that  is,  the  second  day 
of  Pesah.  The  Torah  commands  (Vayikra/Leviticus  23: 1 5)  that  we 
count  seven  weeks  from  the  day  of  that  offering,  and  then  on  the 
fiftieth  day,  bring  another  grain  offering  and  have  a  celebration. 
The  Torah  does  not  specify  a  calendar  date  for  that  festival,  only 
that  it  is  on  day  50  of  the  count.  The  festival  of  Shavuot,  mean¬ 


ing  “weeks,”  takes  its  name  from  the  count.  The  omer  period  was 
fraught  with  concern  for  the  success  of  the  crop,  but  not  with 
matters  of  the  soul. 

Later,  Shavuot  came  to  be  associated  with  the  giving  of  the 
Torah  at  Sinai.  As  the  rabbis  found  more  and  symbolic  connec¬ 
tions  between  Pesah  and  Shavuot,  the  period  of  counting  the 
omer  acquired  additional  significance.  The  Kabbalists  saw  the 
omer  period  as  a  time  of  spiritual  preparation,  associating  each 
day  with  a  combination  of  two  of  the  mystical  attributes  of  God, 
such  as  hesed  (mercy)  and  tiferet  (glory). 

Whether  you  think  of  the  weeks  of  Sefirat  ha-Omer ,  counting 
the  omer,  as  marking  time  to  warmer  weather  and  the  return  of 
locally  grown  greens,  or  as  a  period  of  spiritual  introspection,  it  is 
fun  to  count  every  evening,  as  the  new  day  begins  on  the  Jewish 
calendar.  You  say  the  brakhah ,  “...Who  has  sanctified  us  with 
His  commandments,  commanding  us  to  count  the  omer,”  and 
then  you  announce  the  day’s  count.  The  mitzvah  is  to  count  the 
ENTIRE  omer,  every  night  of  the  seven  weeks.  If  you  miss  a  day, 
you  keep  counting,  but  without  saying  the  brakhah. 

There  are  all  manner  of  omer  counters.  Some  are  devices  for 
keeping  track  of  the  count,  from  calendars  to  scrolls  to  abacus¬ 
like  counters  to  computerized  reminders.  Others  are  books  of 
meditations,  one  for  each  day  of  the  count.  Come  to  the  Roth¬ 
schild  Library  to  read  more  about  the  omer  period,  to  pick  up  a 
ready-made  omer  counter  and  to  see  examples  of  some  you  can 
make  yourself.  Stop  in  before  Pesah,  so  you’ll  be  ready  with  your 
omer  counter  at  the  second  seder!
